In contrast to the above-cited elements of the subject invention. Kazuaki teaches 
an opposing approach; namely, that the openings (and not the bridges) are aligned wrth 
the horizontal magnetic field to prevent, "the generation ot a magnetic flux which would 
hinder the change In the magnetic flux In the horizontal deflection magnetic field per 
the Abstract of Kazuaki. Thus not only does Kazuaki fail to disclose elements of the 
subject invention, but Kazuaki is in opposition to those elements. Accordingly, 
withdrawals of the 35 U.S.C. §102 rejections of claims 1-5. 8-15. and IS: and the 35 
U.S.C. §103 rejections of claims 7 and 20 are respectfully requested.
